said, ‘I can’t touch you. 
If you 
were just an ordinary person I 
could help you but because you 
are pretty well known I can’t do 
a thing for you.” 
About the Marine Corps, Wil­ 
liams said; “Sure, I resent being 
called back at the peak of my 
earning 
power” 
and added he 
thought other prominent persons 
were “ picked on” because they 
were public figures.
